Already, in rapid succession, the 
(lemocratic majority had beaten back 
attempts. to take out the industrial 
licensing section, trim out provision 
for relaxation of the anti-trust laws 
for trade agreements and finally, to 
strike out the entire industrial sec- 
tion. 

A provision to allow the president 
to bar imports after a tariff commis- 
sion investigation if prices and wages 
rose to such ah extent as to make it 
necessary was voted into the bill with 
only 11 democrats and 1 republican 
opposing it. 

In appearing for adjournment .Sen- 
ator Reed. republican, Pennsylvania, 
said the membership had been work- 
ing the limit any man could bear on 
the “most sweeping innovation pre- 


| sented to congress in many years, ap- 
| propriating billions, and changing the 
_ method of handling commerce and in- 


dustry of-the nation.’ 

“Senators have lost their capacity 
to think,” he said. 

The senate voted down a proposal 
by Senator Reed to strike out of 
the bill the provision by which recal- 
citrant industries could be forced into 
line with trade agreements adopted by 
the majority. The vote was 57 to 31. 

Then, immediately afterward, it re- 
jected an amendment by Senator 
Clark, democrat, Missouri, designed to 
eliminate the section of the bill that

defeated an amendment to strike out 
the entire section dealing with indus-
